the doots were openagam-; then we did: fic in the ſight of each 
other, to wit upon the Lord; ſo that our voices were heard. far; 
the Magiſtrates vvould hear and bow to it ſometime, then the 
complainers were weary, and did work to have us brought toge- 
ther; and we did wait and pray, and the Magi{rates would come 
in and look upon us many times, but would ſay nothing to ux 
There wer e of divert Nations brought into the Inquiſition pri- 
| ſoners, and the Fryars, and the teſt that were great, would ꝑo in 
their way to make Chriſtians of tbem; and we were made toſtand 
in} them and their vvays, and deny them in the Name of 
the Lord, and declare the truth to the fimple-hearred\continual- 
ly, if vve did (uffer death ſor it; We could not endure to bear 
the Name of the Lord blaſphemed, nor his pure Way of Truth 
perverted, nor the ignorant deceived, They did vvrite all they 
underſtood of vvhat vve ſpake, and ſent it to the Court-Chamber 
before the Inquiſitor and Magiſtrates , bat the Lord did blaſt it 
nich the Mildev vs of his vvrathful indignation, and burnt it op 
with the brightneſs of his Son, and vve rejoiced in our God; but 
null our burdens contiaued very heavy, «nd our righteous ſonls 
yrere vexed vvich-the filthy Gonverſation of the Wicked, and the 
pure Seed of God vvas preſt from day to day, that our ſpirite 
did monrn, and our hearts vvere grieved becauſe of the hardneſs 
of their hearts, and their Rebellion againſt their Maker, vybo 
us ſd gracious to them, to ſuffer them ſo long in all their abo- 
mingtions, and vvaited to be gracious to them, and knock at the 
Door of their hearts, calling for Fuſtice, Mercy and Hamility; but 
debold Oypreſſon, Crueley, and Self-Exaltation, notvvithſtanding 
the Lord didiſtriue ſo much vvith them, and ſent ſo many unde - 
mable truthe, and . iniallibſe teſtimonies of the coming of his Son 
w luugement, and ſo clear a manifeſtation of the vvay to eternal 
Salvation, given forth of his ovvyn mouth, by his eternal Spirit, 
nad havingus for an example vyho vvere kept by his Povver and 
Holineſs; hey had not s jot nor tittlo ageiaſt us, but for righte- 
Joalncisſtke; though they had BE Yo and fanned us ſo —

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Glory, bonor and praiſes be given to our Cod for ever. O they 
would not let us know of any Exgliſi Ship that came into the 
Harhour, as near 8s they could, but the Lord would make it ma- 
nifeft to us; We had « great working and ſtriving in our bodies, 
but we knew not what it meant; the arrows ot the Wicked did 
flye, ſo that my ſoul was plunged and overwhelmed trom heads. 
ſeet, and the tertors of the unrighteous had. taken hold of us, and 
the flames of Hell compaſſed us about; then the Lord appeared: 
unto me in a dream, and ſaid; There were two Engliſh Friends in the 
City which did. ple ad for our liberty in our behalf, and be had taken all- 
fear amay from thim, and made them bold, And in alittle while af. 
ter the Magiſtrates ſent for us forth, and askt us, zherher we were 
fick, or whether ne did want any thing;and were very tender to us, 
and ſaid; we ſbouid write to England, and bid: the Scribe give ms Job 
and Paper; he ſaid. he would; but he was ſo wicked he did not. They 
did not tell us of any E-gliſh that were there ; but there was on 
Francia Steward of London, « Captain of a Ship, and a Fryar of 
Ireland, which c me to the City togerther(tor what we know)and 
they did take great pains for us, and went to their Ruler, and the- 
Inquiſitor, and to ſeveral Magiſtrates and Fryars , and the new 
Epgliſh Conſul with them, and wrought much amongſt them. that 
all were willing to let us go, ſave the Inquificor; they ſaid; and be 
ſaid, He could not free us ui hont an Order from the Pope, But u e had 
many heavy Enemies beſides, which vvould not be ſeen ; but they 
obtained the favour to come and ſpeak with us, which was a great: 
thing.in.ſuch a place. 

They ſent for us to the Court · Chamber, and the · Eg iſh Con · 
ful askt us, if we were willing to go back to England ? · We ſaid, if it 
were the Will of God we might. The Captain ſpake to us with: 

tears in his eyes, and told us what they had done for vs, but could 
not ptevail: It is this Inquilator{faid he) the reſt were made free 
you haye presched amorg theſe people be ſaid. We told him wei 
were cajled upon the Teſtimony of our Conſcience and the trmths 
that we have wit n ſſed forth among them; we ſhould ſtand o 
maintain with our blood. He ſaid, if they coula ger u off , he would 
freely g12/4.448 our paſſage , ani provide for us, and he Veſt} was his: 
own. We cold him, his love wat as well accepted of the Lord, . 
if he did cat ry us. He offered ua money, he ſavr the Lord vvonld- 
not.

wot ſoffer us to take any, He took our Names. We told them 
took us out of our way, and put us into the [nquiſition, and 
bid us chang: our minds; and we could not, the Lord had chang- 
ed m into chat which-changed not, if chey-would burn us to aſhee, 
or chop us as Herbs to the Pot, The Fryar ſaid-, We did not work, ; 
which was falſe; we had Work of our own, and did work as we 
were able, We told bim, our Work and Maintenance was im Exg- 
lard. And they (aid, it was true, He ſaid; Ve would not accept of ihe 
Inquiſitors Dyer. We did not know who did prepare for use did 
receive our meat as we had freedom in the Lord, Then he ſaid, 
We had ſuffered long enough, and too long, but we ſhould have aur free- 
don in e days, and the! they would ſend to the Pope for an Order And 
there were many Bag liſh ſhips that way; but the Captain ſaw ic 
wasn very hard thing; ſo that it grieved him to che heart : He 
Godxto-comtort us, and he went away; and we do beſeech 
God to bleſ and preſerve him unto everlalling life, and never to 
let him nor his go without a bleiſi ag from him for his love: he 
did venture humietf exceedingly in that place. But after he was 
gone, they aroſe up againſt us with one accord; the Inquiſitor 
came up into a Tower , and lookt down upon us as if he would 
have eaten us, and they did try us ſor our lives again, and did ſhut 
up our doors miny Weeks; we could not cell for hat; at lengch 
the Inquiſitor came into the Tower again, and Sarah was rityved .

And thus as we had opportunity ; among the men of our om 
Nation, the Jens and others, we gave a ſound and the bleſſing of 
the God of. Heaven, and his Preſence. was with us, _—_ the-

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Rations of men did hear or — 1 but the Witneſs of God in 
ſundry wat reached; and the ſame anſwered in us. And herein we

Power and Travel of the Lord in bis in- 
nocent, ſuffering Lambs behalf, albeit they daily threat ned ne 
with their cruelty: and Inquiſition. of darkneſs, and followed me 
to and fro wit h their Odicer and:Black-Rod, and the Popes De- 
puty would have bound me that I ſhould neither fpeak good not 
evil td.any.o0ne while Iawas on the iſland; as the Gonſul ſaid, fave 
to hic; neither to come to the Priſon alone; except the Conſe 
came alſo with me, or, ſome of his Family at leaſt: But their ſnares; 
Bonds and Covenants, in che Name of my God. defied, becauſe- 
the Spirit of Life from the Lord gave me Domirfon through ſuf- 
ferings in Spirit, Fir't, over their unjuſt, dark Impoſitions; yes, 
and in the ſame good authority, in the innocency and uptigbt-· 
neſs of my heart, I travelled through ; and over the darknels, 
over its works, and ceaſed not to publiſn the end of my coming

| thing to part with little 1ſzac which is received again in the Covenant of prov 
miſe of Life, and that was offered up which fled fo often but at last 
caught in a.thicket). When the ſhips of diverſe Nations attempted to — 
through; but the God of heaven, whom the wind and ſea obeieth, ſuffered 
them not, but they knew not what the matter was which was revealed withig 
my heart, as the diſpleaſure of God wu againſt them, to bumble them allg;

mong the m, that God had ſervice for me to do at that place, and my lieu 
given up to do his will, if I never {aw my Native Country, Kindred, ar ger 
thers houſe at all any more; and therefore the pleaſure of the Lord init 
mighty poet had made r<e willing and alſo gave me deminion throughad 
over the bonds and ſnates of death and deſtruction, as it were to lay 
precious liſe, that I maytake it again, together with the body, wich 
his righteous judgments he had prepared to perform the godd pleaſure 
Almightineſs, for his Truth and Names ſake; Now the heavenly wit 
often ſounded withimrmy heart en this wile, ſaying ;.0 Jeruſalem, al 
hair, and furthermore to gird ſackclah on my loins, As 10 tht

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wy [became obedient ia the b and innocency of my heart, unto 
God of Heaven, of my life, as a dreidful ſiga againſt the Whoriſh Church 
of Kawe, and ag inſt all her Heads and Horns throughout the world: And L 
henGgnified to the Maſter of the (hip in which I was a paſſenger, how that I 
did belleye that God would ſoon give opportunity for the Fleet of ſhips to 
poſs away after this ſervice of God was performed & after I haduſed 'many 
perſwalions, to the en i tax he might. ſuffer my body on tifit wiſe to be caſt 
among the wicked idolaters, lyars and murtherers, which 
aue like the troubled ſex.

Jol being caſt on dey land, paſſed through their ſtreets directly, until I 
tame into the Maſ--Houſe or Idolater temple, among the [dolaters, where I 
found the Fryer, or Prieſt, at the high Altar, down upon his knees, in his 
white Sur plice, adoiiog of the Hoſt, (which is a Chalice, or a piece of bread, 
which they call the real ſubRance of the body of Chriſt, aſter their nnclean 
ſpirit oſ dackne(s hath muttered ſome vr d: over it,which they call Conſecra- 
nian: ) and after I had Rood a ſeaton viewing this [dolatry with ge indignati- 
on of the Eternal God ſet up within my heart againſt the ſame, I turned my 
back-part upon the Prieſt, and his dead God, and dumb Idols, at the high 
Altar; and in the ho'y Commandment of life eternal, my face was ſet to- 
(wards the people, and I be1eld them a certain ſeaſ6nin the power of God in 


which I tood;'I ſaw the multicude of ignorant people upon their knees allo, - 


worſhipping the dark jaycntions and imaginationpof their ſottiſh leaders, and 
blind guides, and they know not what; and in the Lord's time (which mine 
eye had a circumſpe heed unto ) I then ſpread forth my arms, and ſttipt off 
my Veſture, and rent the ſame from top to bottom, indivers pieces, and caſt 
them from me with indignation. And then I took my Hat off my head, 
(which was the uppermoſt covering of the outſide of a man) and caſt the 
ſame under my feet, and ſtamped upon theſe things 3 and the nakedneſs ap- 
prarcd with the ſack-cloath coveriag, to their aſtoniſhment; and then with a 
clear voice I ſounded Repentance three times, and gave teſtimony as the
